One occasionally comes In contact 


with objections to tliriCt on Lho ground 
that it hurts business. The statement 
sometimes is made that all that la 
needed to make business generally 
good today ia lor iieoplo to spen<i more 
money. 


This is a subject that deserves care- 


ful aaaiysis and tho most thoughtful 
consideration. RocklosH spending up- 
on tho part ot'the public would stim- 
ulate some kinds of business, hut it 
would bo only a temporary and super- 
ficial acceleration, 
it would not be 


fundamental aud would bo followed by 
a corresponding reaction. 


Immediately following tho war this 


country experienced a period of eco- 
nomic intoxication. 
Everything was 


abnormal.,.jSnecnlallo!i, upending, ex- 
travagance ' and • luxury IdrioW 
no 


bounds. Then came the reaction, out 
of which we aro just now emerging. 


If is true that there should bo more 


spending of money by tho people of 
the country today, and that such activ- 
ity would helif the general business 
situation. But such increased expen- 
ditures should bo along prudent and 
thrifty lines. SpouSIng in a wasteful' 
way will' not bring substantial help, 
mit spending along constructive and 
uplifting ways will put more men to 
work and start Iho wheels of indus- 
try turning In a normal way. 


It must be borne In mind that any 


activities -tUnt a r e 
fundamentally 


wasteful are. unworthy of encourage- 
ment. 
And the whole question of 


spending centers on th« point or 
whether one's outgo of money Is cdn- 
structiva or wasteful. 


To discourage practices of thrift and 


Invlto the wild, 
free spending of 


money, merely for the purpose of help- 
Ing busines» is Indeed poor counsel. 
As Ve .have already seen, nuch gen- 
eral practices would only lead us into 
greater difficulties. 
. 'What the nation needs is a broad 
understanding of the kind of thrift 
which means thriving and getting 
ahead.
